It was 8 o’clock this afternoon when the 
news of Blaine's resignation was received 
at the Capitol. It created much excitement 
among members of Congress and public men 
generally, There was a great deal of com- 
ment, the universal verdict being that it 
means war from now on to the close of pro- 
ceedings at Minneapolis and that the 


strongest man will win. 
THEY WENT WILD. 


HOW THE BLAINE MEN RECEIVED THE NEWS 
FROM WASHINGTON. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 4,2 p. m.—The 
news that Secretary Blaine had resigned and 
that the resignation had been accepted by 
the President has created the wildest ex- 
citement here. The Blaine men are wild 
with enthusiasm and cheer after cheer 
greets the announcement in the West House. 
Olarkson, Platt, Fassett and the score of 
other Blaine boomers insist this means 
Blaine’s nomination on the ‘first ballot and 
there really appears to be a 
Blaine stampede among delegates and 
others. The Harrison managers for the first 
time have lost their serenity. Rhody shiel, 
an Indiana delegate ana one of the Harrison 
managers, is just now addressing an audi 
of newspaper men in the West lobby. 
eit makes no difference,’’ says he, ‘‘if 
Blaine has resigned. Let him resign. He 
cannot stop us. We have got the delegates 
+ ¢onominate Ben Harrison and we will do it. 
We don’t care for Blaine. We have no fight 
against him, but we are going to nominate 
Harrison whether he is in the race or not. 
Just at this moment there was a wild cheer 
from the northwest corner of the hotel. 
et is true, said a Blaine man, 'the Press 
Association’s dis patches say that Blaine has 
_ gesigned and Harrison has accepted the

corridors and was taken up in the streets. In

It's a whirlwind,’’ said the distinguished 
Iowan, but that was the only remark the dis- 
tinguished chairman vouchsafed. 

The Blaine badges are being distributed 
indiscriminately by lavish hands to the 
admirers of the Maine man, and in the 
people's headquarters, just across 
the street, Col. W. A. Gavett of Michigan is 
making a speech to a cheering multi- 
tude, and saying: Blame will accept. Does 
anybody deny it?’’ 

No one denies it, but on the contrary every- 
one cheers the Michigan man whose heart 
for twenty years bas been for James G. 
Blaine. 

The millenium has come, hurrah!’’ was 
the closing sentence of Col. Gavett’s speech, 
and three more cheers were given for James 
G. Blaine. 

The Harrison managers,Gen. New, Senator 
Hiscock, R. R. Shiel and others have gone in- 
to conference behind closed doors. 

The Blaine leaders seem to have passed 
the vague of secret conference. The 
whole public ig now in their 
confidence. It is „Blaine. Blaine. 
He is the man to win, on every hana, 
and all the enthusiasm is truly on the side 
of the magnetic leader. A casual observer 
to drop into Minneapolis at this time 
would suppose there was only one 
candidate in the field and that his 
name was James WG. Blaine. When 
Gen. John ©. New received the (first 
news of Secretary Blaine’s resignation 
he was at the meeting of the sub-commit- 
tee of the National Committee. 
was sent to him through his son, Harry 
New. The General hurried out of the 
committee room and drummed up some of 
President Harrison’s friends for an im- 
mediate conference. To all of the Har- 
rison men whom he met he told the news, 
saying that Harrison was in the fight to say, 
The news spread quickly through the corri- 
dors of the hotel. 

L. T. Michenor of Indiana confirmed what 
Gen. New sald about the position.of President 
Harrison. He said that Harrison would 
go before the convention and leave the dele- 
gates to determine who should be the nom- 
inee. 

When R. C. Kerens of Missouri, a Harrison 
delegate-at-large, but a warm friend 
of Secretary Blaine, received the news 
he looked troubled and shook his head. 

That means the severance of those two 
men, he said. 

When asked what the effect would be in the 
convention he said that it was a matter for 
grave consideration. He could not prophesy 
the outcome. 


IT WAS NO SURPRISE. 


HOW CHAIRMAN CLARKSON BECEIVED THE NEWS 
OF BLAINE’S MOVE. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 4, 1:45 p. m.— 
Chairman Clarkson was seen by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH representative immediately after the 
receipt of the telegram announcing the 
resignation of Secretary Blaine. Mr. Clark- 
son said the news was not unexpected. 

**Is the resignation in connection with his 
candidacy before the convention?’’ was 
asked. 

Mr. Clarkson nodded. ‘‘I know of no other 
reason, he said, but I do not care to be 
quoted on the subject atallat present.’’ 


IN TWO CAMPS. 


THE BLAINE FORCES RECEIVE REINFORCE- 
MENTS TO-DAY. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 4.—The day 
opens here with a Blaine cannonade that 
threatens to rout the Harrison forces before 
the convention well opens, unless the Blaine 
guns can be silenced. Taking full advantage 
of Mr. Blaine’s statement yesterday that he 
would write no more ietters and of the tele- 
gram alleged to have been received by Em- 
mons Blaine from his mother containing the 
already famous sentence, ‘‘Your father will 
accept,’’ the Blaine leaders here are pushing 
their boom with a splendid audacity that 
carries everything before it. The Blaine 
headquarters will be opened in the Lumber 
Exchange Building during the day. The 
Blaine reciprocity and protection button is 
abroad in the land and the Harrison forces 
are put on the defensive. 

R. C. Kerens of St. Louis, one of the Harr!i- 
son leaders on the spot, doesn’t hesitate to 
say that he believes the news of Mrs. Blaine’s 
telegramis authentic. It is exactly the 
wording Mrs. Blaine would use, says Mr. 
Kerens. She always speaks of Mr. Blaine to 
their children as ‘your father.’ It now looks 
as though Mr. Blaine was really inthe race. 

Gov. J. B. Foraker of Ohio arrived this 
morning and was at once seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent. ‘‘I have no letter 
or communication from Mr. Blaine to be pre- 
sented to th e convention or to the gentlemen 
advocating his nomination tothe Presidency. 
Reports stating that 1 had such a letter are 
entirely unfounded. We want no further 
letter from Blaine, and I see lie stated yester- 
day there would be no further letter forth- 
coming. lam sure Blaine will be nominated.’’ 

Foraker was in highly good humor, and on 
his arrival last night added to the Blaine 
boom. Immediately after his appearance 
Depew arrived, looking like a high-priced 
clergyman. 

To the PostT-DISPATCH correspondent De- 
pew sald: Tes, I see all the Blaine develop- 
ments reported this morning, but I still be- 
lieve Blaine’s letter to Clarkson lets him out 
of the race for the nomination.’’ 

Doctor, does your position as a Federal 
omceholder influence you in adopting that 
side?“ 

The convention Harrison orator laughed. 
„Platt was mistaken in that, said he. 1 
hold a State, nota Federal office. I am en- 
titled to $6.50 for every day I may be on 
duty in Chicago, and se far I have earned 
none of it, and have expended $1,270in a 
dinner whichI gave tocelebrate my entry 
into office. ’’ 

Mr. Depew was told that to-day there was 
some talk of his being the possible nominee 
of the convention. I am not in it,“ ne 
answered. The only bonors I seek here are 
Press Club honors for my lecture to-night.’’ 

Tom Platt was also among the arrivals to- 
Gay. He talked very little, confining himself 
to the statement that he believed Blaine was 
sure of the nomination beyond all question, 
O. I. Filley showed up witha winner this 
morning. It is Biaine’s world without 
end, be sad. and I believe Blaine and Al- 
ger or Blaine and Rusx.

certain, and the calmer heads are now ap- 


plying themselves assiduously to ascertain- 
ing the intentions of delegates, Both sides 
seem to have suddenly realized that the dele- 
gates after all will settle this question, and 
every incoming delegate is promptly seized 
immediately upon his arrival and his al- 
legiance earnestly besought by the rival 
leaders. It is believed that Blaine will not 
be formally placed in nomination at all. The 
plan is to allow the Harrison nomination and 
seconding speeches to proceed without in- 
terruption, and then when the roll 
call begins, to have Alabama, Arkansas, 
Colorado and other leading States in the list 
to east the majority of their vote for the 
popular leader. This will, it is hoped, create 
a stampede of unfnstructed delegates to the 
Secretary of State and result in his nomina- 
tion on the first ballot. The Harrison people 
are working vigorously, however, with the 
delegates from the States that lead the al. 
phabetical list, and appear already to have 
assurances that Blaine will not get a unani- 
mous vote from either Alabama or Arkansas. 
Indeed, in both these States the Harrison 
leaders claim a majority of the delegates are 
for the President, and as Alabama has con- 
testing delegations her delegates of both fac- 
tions are just now very non-committal as to 
their presidential preferences, To-day and 
to-morrow the skirmish line will be thrown 
out, and when the various State delegations 
have taken their places on the field and 
thrown out their banners, the battle 
will have begun in earnest. Both sides 
are anxious for a preliminary test of 
Strength. Gen. John C. New has a list ot a 
trifle over five hundred delegates, all of 
them, he claims, either instructed or 
pledged to Harrison, while he has a supple- 
mentary listof forty or so more that, while 
uninstructed, can in his judgment be reck- 
oned as part of the President’s forces. But 
Chairman Clarkson, who has a little list of 
his own in an inside pocket, puts the Harri- 
son strength as 298 toaman. In this he is 
not so,liberal as J. Sloat Fassett, who 
counted up an even 300 as the outside 
strength of the Harrison managers on the 
first ballet. As to Blaine’s strength, they 
are wary of making exact predictions, but 
insist that he will be enthusiastically nomi- 
nated on the first ballot. 

At ll o’clock promptly the National Com- 
mittee met in their headquarters and went at 
once into executive session. Orders were 
given that no cardsshould be sentin. At 
12:45, Col. Swords, the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Committee, had decided to admit the 
Indian territory delegates to seats on the 
floor of the convention, without the right to 
vote. 

It was voted to refer all contests, save 
that from Alabama, to a special committee 
of seven, the Alabama contest to go before a 
special committee of three. These sub-com- 
mittees will be appointed and then the com- 


mittee will take a recess for luncheon. There 
are forty committeemen present. 

Chairman Clarkson appointed as a special 
committee of seven, in charge of all contests 
save that of Alabama, Messrs. Quay, New, 
a signs tat Scott, Hansbrough, Clayton and 

Ide. 

The special committee of three to consider 
the Alabama contest consists of Messrs. 
Brady, Conger and Filley. 

The committee then at 1 o’clock adjourned 
until morning without having considered tne 
question of temporary organization. 

The committee also, on motion of Ryerson 
of New Mexico, voted to recommend to the 
convention that six delegates be admitted 
from that Territory. 

The convention of 1888 established a pre- 
cedent for this action by admitting ten dele- 
gates from Dakota as a whole when Terri- 
tories, under the rule were entitled as now, 
to but two. 

The majority of each committee is said to 
be opposed to the administration; that in 
— 4 of the Alabama contest is known 
to 90. 

The adjournment until 1 o’clock Monday 
was made upon motion of Mr. Quay, and 
it is said there was no opposition, orat least 
no contest. 

Mr. Heiny of Minneapolis was chosen read- 
ing clerk of the convention. 

Immediately after the National Committee 
adjournec the special committee of seven on 
contests met and began their work. 


A LITTLE CLOUD, 


BLAINE AND HARRISON MAY KILL EACH OTHER 
OFF. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 4.—There is a little 
cloud, “‘no bigger than a man’s hand,’’ 
just beginning to arise above both the Blaine 
and Harrison horizons, and its shadow is 
first noticeable here. 

Among the National Committeemen and the 
delegates to this present Republican 
National Convention there is a tiny minority 
of thoughtful men who have as yet failed to 
hnurrali either for the Plumed Knight or for 


the Grandson of his Grandfather. These un- 
committed men have been studying the 
situation earnestly as it developed day by 
day. ‘They are pep rome | now to voice 
quietly the results of their digested observa- 
tions. 

They say in effect that the Blaine-Harrison 
vendetta threatens tomate the Republican 
National Convention of 1892 the scene of the 
most disgraceful ‘‘spoils gut““ in the history 
ofany political party. They hint that the 
scenes and incidents attending that fight will 
be of sucha nature that, pevesey used by 
the Democratic press of the country, they 
could be made to appear as a dead give 
away’’ of the inside principles of latter-day 
Republicanism on the Democratic charge that 
the rand Old £Party’’ is in the 
hands of spollsmen and _§ self-interest 
tricksters. They are beginning to urge 
quietly that a President making an unseemly 
and undignified scramble for retention in 
office, backed only by the office holders of his 
administration, who favor that retention 
straight down the line, is not a pleasant 
spectacie. They proceed on that basis and 
say thatthe rival candidacy of the Presi- 
dent’s premier, conducted with a conspira- 
tor’s silence shrouding its central figure and 
placed under the sole control of men who 
were disappointed in their office-seeking as- 
pirations by the present chief executive, is 
equally unpleasant. The 4 in fact

It points to the fact 
that the mention then of someman who 
stands for solid Republican party principles 
and who is comparatively free from rtici- 
pation in the Blaine-Harrison duel may 
cause a stampede from the perils surround.

They come to su rt his taunt 
against the outs, that *‘indfvidual disap- 
pointments must not control the action of the 
convention.’’ The fact that some of them 
were Blaine men until they secured office 
from Harrison sim makes plainer the 
other fact thatthe fight between Blaine and 
Harrison ts a fight for or alone. They are 
apparently backed in their pilgrimage by a 
President who has given the most remarkable 
interview on his and his rival’s candidacy for 
office that ever emanated from a President 
suffering from the second term fever. They 
will be an army of office-holders, led 
by omcer-holders, and among all this num- 
ber it will be hard to und one man who is a 
friend of Harrison, save on the basis of office- 
seeking reciprocity. Controlling them, and 
the delegations whose votes are counted on, 
will be Steve Elkins, for the first time in 
office and for the first time opposing James 
G. Blaine for the Presidency. 

This aspect of the convention situation 18 
mentioned because its influence is crystal- 
lizing into protest herein Minneapolis to- 
day. The protest is double-edged, for it has 
also another side that touches upon the pe- 
cullar and unsatisfactery appearance of the 
Blaine boom in ensemble and management. 

It is stated that even some of Blaine’s most 
enthusiastic friends find little comfort in 
contemplating the Big Four’’ combination 
which now comes to the front for the final 
rally around the Plumed Knight on the fleld 
of battle. The comment is made that for the 
first time in American political history a 
Presidential candidate goes into action with 
all his interests in thé hands of men who 
heretofore have conspicuously fought him 
for the Presidency, and who are largely 
credited with h defeat in the 
past. With Clarkson, Quay, Platt 
and Fassett the Blaine leaders to-day, the 
cry fora revival of the old-time ‘‘Blaine en- 
thusiasm,’’ which was conspicuously lack- 
ing in those gentlemen. Whenever Mr. Blaine 
was a candidate before, seems to come from 
an insincere bugle-horn, it is stated. And 
the fact tha teach of those gentlemen chances 
to havea personal grivance o gainst Presi- 
dent Harrison is being dwelt upon more and 
more A Besides this, also, is the 
other fact that of the four men now compos- 
ing the Plumed Knight’s 
of chosen lieutenants it ominously 
happens that there 18 not one of 
them but has 1 suffered comparative 
political disaster in hisown State. All these 
things, it is argued, will be found to have 
their effect upon the Blaine boom at the cru- 
clal moment when Blame's name is first 
heard in the convention roll-call of States, 
and when either a landslide to Blaine ora 
crushing waterioo is the only next develop- 
ment possible, 

Both names, said one of the non-com- 
mittal Republicans to-day, ‘‘will come be- 
fore this convention with their followers 
claiming assured victory. Let in the candi- 
Gacy of both there will become apparent the 
weakness outlined above. Their greatest 
respective cohesive element is hatred one 
for the other. When two leaders come before 
a party in that way the prospect for a ‘dark 
horse’ nomination is unusually promising. 
It may be that one or the other has the 
strength claimed for himandwill get the 
nomination. But if so there will be a dan- 
gerous element of bitterness and disappolnt- 
ment threatening the election of the nomi- 
nee. And the longer the fight in the conven- 
tion the more apparent this will become.’’ 

CONTENDING BLEMENTS. 

In the meantime, however, the surface 
waves of convention excitement here, now 
rolling high, are swayed apparently by one 
of two winds, the Blaine cyclone or the Har- 
rison east gale. ‘the rrison sentiment 
gained strength with thearrival of the van- 
guard of the Indiana delegation Wednesday 
afternoon.

upon the millions of hepudlicans who 
dare to prefer blaine to Harrison as a presi- 
dential candidate. National Committeeman 
and Delegate-at-Large Chauncey Ives Filley 
of Missouri is also on hand, and ts equally 
earnest in keeping up the Blaine quickstep.

The wife and two children of Turner were 
badly injured. That the house was blown up 
deliberately seems certain, as Mr. Turner 
was never known to have dynamite in his 
dwelling or store. The explosion was of 
great force, breaking windows and doors at 
some distance. A posse has been organized 
and is now endeavoring to find some clue to 
the fend who caused the explosion.

UNDER A TEMPEST. 


Lehigh Valley Towns Swept by a Cloud- 
Burst. 


ALLENTOWN, Pa., June 4.—A fearful rain- 
storm, attended by several cloud-bursts, 
covering an area sixty miles along the Le- 
high River yesterday afternoon, from White 
Haven to Easton.

On the op- 
posite side of the river the small streams run- 
ning down the mountain sides are swelled 
and are washing out the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road tracksin several places and delaying 
all trains. Gravel trains were put to 
work at once and the time is expected 
berunthis morning. At Freemansburg, ten 
miles south of this city, there was a cloud- 
burst which washed the quicksand over the 
New Jersey Central Railroad tracks just 
ahead of a north-boundtrain, The obstruc- 
tion had to be cleared away before the train 
could proceed. The flelds were under water, 
and considerable damage was done to crops. 
Between this city and Emmaus, six miles 
west, there was a terrific waterspout. Hun- 
dreds of acres of cultivated ground are under 
water, and there can be no estimate given of 
the damage to erops et this writing. On all 
railroads trains are late. 


THE BIRKENBURG HORROR. 


FIVE HUNDRED THE LATEST ESTIMATE OF THE 
DEAD. 

VIENNA, June 4.—It is now known that 
there were 700 men below when fire broke out 
in the Birkenburg mine, and of this number 
500 are lost. Whenever a body is recovered 
the name of the victim passes in a whisper 
through the crowd of awe-struck children 
and sobbing women until it reaches the wife 
of the victim. Often she reads it in the faces 
of companions. A plercing cry proclaims 
that she has understood and the crowd opens 
to allow her to pass. While she is weeping 
over her dead another body is brought up 
and the scene, terrible in its pathos, is re- 
peated. On Wednesday morning some of the 
entombedunen, talking through the speaking 
tube, said that the rafters were burning and 
that many ef the miners were still alive, 
Since Thursday morning no one has been 
rescued alive. Some of the men who were 
first rescued, and who have recovered suffi- 
ciently to recount tbeir experience, say they 
saw companions holding lamps in their 
hands, and in some cases speaking to them, 
suddenly sink down Iifeless. 
penciled will was found in the pocket- book 
of one of the victims. Some precipitated 
themselves intothe shafts toescape the stifling 
smoke. Two brothers were found ciasped in 
each other’s arms. Afew of the rescuers 
were so impressed by the dreadful scenes 
that they appear to have lost their reason. 
While pumping air into the Maria mine on 
Thursday afternoon signals were received 
showing that there were men still alive in 


the pit, although it is impossibie to reach 
Many persons are convinced that the 


a few weeks ago a quantity of wood chips 
saturated with petroieum was found in the 
mine.

road wreck took place about half a mile west 
of Colchester last night, by which one man 
was killed and several injured, as follows:

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President Mason of the Anchor Line Says 
the Trouble All Arose Over the Amer 
loan Federation of Labor Demanding 
the Discharge of One Man-The Eu- 
gineers’ Meeting This Morning. 


Police officers continue to patrol the levee 
front, and sightseers and loungers alike are 
keptonthe move. Assemblages of no char- 
acter are tolerated and the levee at the 
foot of Chestnut street is kept pretty 
well cleared, no one but actual laborers 
and those who are delivering freight onto the 
Anchor Line wharf-boat are allowed to go 
a board the steamer City of st. Louis. The 
firemen, engineers and roustabouts are still 
out and refuse to return to their labors un- 
less Capt. Mason, President ofthe Anchor 
Line Co., reinstates them as union 
men. Last night 100 laborers were 
employed to load the City of st. Louis and to- 
day the freight is being transferred from the 
wharfboat to the big Southern steamer, The 
boat will refuse to receive after 4:30 o'clock 
and will make a desperate attempt to clear 
at s o’clock sharp for New Orleans, with 
twelve tons of freight. Said an em- 
ployein the Anchor Line office this morn- 
ing: We are going to try our best to 
get the City of st. Louis out at5 o’ciock 
sharp, but we cannot tell very much about 
it, and will not know for certain until she 
backs out into the river. We have experi- 
enced no trouble to-day, so far, and do not 
anticipate any serious difficulty when our 
boat pulls out this evening. As yet the 
roustabouts have not returned to 
work, and we may have to clear 
with a short crew, unless they come 
aboard this afternoon late, but asthey are 
intimidated by the engineers, I do not look 
for them to take any such action.’’ 

CAUSED BY ONE MAN. 

The cause of the trouble dates back to Fri- 
day of last week, and was explained by Capt. 
Mason this afternoon as follows: I have 
got along splendidly with all the employes of 
the Anchor Line Co. for years past, although 
the American Federation of Labor Union has 
caused me some little trouble at times, and 
here of late the union men have come 
to the conclusion that they could run this 
line better than myself. Two weeks ago a 
fireman by the name of De Wet, on the 
Steamer City of Arkansas fell out with cer- 
tain members of the Union and ignored it 
to a certain measure, or probably 
withdrew, I never paid any attention to it, 
but at any rate he was ordered off the boat 
by the union. He asked to be reinstated, but 
was refused, One thing brought about 
another until I thought the best plan 
would be to inform all of our engineers 
to either withdraw from the union 
or from our boats. They chose the latter, 
and the fremen went out with them, fol- 
lowed by the roustabouts, which of course 
crippled us in more ways thanone. We will 
take all of the men back if they withdraw 
from the union as we know them and prefer 
our old employes to strangers. If the Ameri- 
can Federation of Laborers had reinstated 
DeWitt there would have been no trouble 
and we would have continued our relation- 
ship in ey and harmony, but we do not 
care to be dictated to as to who shall or shall 
not take our boats out. 

THE MARINE ENGINEERS MEET. 

The Marine Engineers’ Protective Union, 
No. 5,622, A. F. of L., beld a meeting at noon 
to-day and the trotible was lan before the 
Grievance Committee. In reply to a tele- 
gram sent yesterday tothe central body of 
the organization informing that body 
of the difficulty now being experienced 
word was received from President 
Samuel Gompers that he would leave for St. 
Louls to-night and would arrive here by 
Tuesday at the latest. The meeting held to- 
day was ofa secret natureand the proceed- 
ings were not made known. ‘‘You can say 
this,’’ said President Fry, that when Mr. 
Gompers arrives here there will be some 
trouble experienced by our _ esteemed 
friends. You willl know that more 
unions than ours belong to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, and there 
is no telling asto just what action we will 
take until President Gompers arrives. We 
have not called the longshoremen off yet 


and wecare very little, and rather want all 


the Anchor Line boats loaded tothe guards 
with freight. But the question will be, will 
the city of St. Louls have a crew to 
take her out this evening, and if she 
does succeed in clearing, will she 
have any one to unload her cargo at 
New Orleans. Weare watching every point 
and we are sure of winning, and Capt. Mason 
will come to the same conclusion before 
many days, for if we decide to call off the 
longshoremen, there will not be a man in 
New Orleans who will takea pouss of freight 
offany boat on the Anchor Line that arrives 
from St. Louis.“ 

The situation on the levee late this after- 
noon remains unchanged. The longshore- 
men are loading the City of St. Louis with 
1,200 tons of freight, and Capt. Mason is post- 
tive that she will leave the wharf for New 
Orleans promptly at 5 o’clock. 


Why Steffen’s Bid Was Rejected? 


Since the last letting of city contracts there 
has been some comment on the 
action of the Board of Public 
Improvements in rejecting the lowest bid for 


the contract of making granitoid sidewalks 
and repairing old sidewalks in the district 
between Twelfth street, Taylor avenue 
Franklin avenue and Market street. Under 
an ordinance of recent date the sidewalks in 
this district must be reconstructed, with gran- 
itoid, or artificial Ragging, as it is called, 
when such sidewalks become in such cond!- 
tion that be properly 
repaired with brick. The Board 
figured out the amount of granitoid 
and brick that would be necessary and called 
for bids. The bids received were as follows 

John J. Steffen, $38,810. 

Von Phul & Grim, $45,318.75.

The bids were opened Friday, and Tuesday 
last the Committee on Streets, composed of 
Commissioners Murphy, Southard and 
Holman had Steffen’s bid rejected on 
the ground of informality, and the contract 
was then let to Von Phul. & Grim 
for 545,818. 75, who bid nearly 
$7,000 above Steffen. Steffen in addressing 
his envelope made the wrong letting number, 
and it was on this ground that his bid was 
thrown out. 

Since then Steffens and his friends have 
been entering some emphatic rotests. 
Among other things they intimate that Van 
Phul & Grim got the contract because the 
former is a relative or Street Commissioner 
Murphy. 

Commissioner Murphy said to-day that the 
bid was informa because it was 
numbered incorrectly and, therefore in con- 
flict with the provisions of Section 1827 
of the Revised Ordinances, The section is as 
follows: 

Each bid for such work shall be written on a blank 
to be furnished by the Board of Public ImOrove- 
ments; shall be placed in a sealed envelcpe address- 
ed to the President of the Board of Public Im- 

rovements,’’ indorsed Proposel for Public 

ork,’’ with the number of the lettin for which the 
bid is made; and said bid shall not be epened before 
the day and hour fixedin the notice.

Secretary Foster said the ordinances were 
specific on the subject of proposals for public 
work and that it was not infrequent 
that bids were thrown out on the score of 
informalities.

The London Mark Lane Express of May 23 says: 
»The deficiency of rainfall is the critical matter of 
the day, for such moisture as has been enjoyed dur- 
ing the past week has been barely sufficient to make 
up the week’s own average, much less to compensate 
us for the arrears due to us On a comparison of Janu- 
ary-April inclusive with the same four months in an 
average year. The wheat is not doing well, neither 
are Oats, and opinion already is becoming pro- 
pounced as to the probability of a short English 
yield of both these cereals.’ 


Prime’s crop bulletin says: Country has actually 
lost all it gained last week and not under as general 
favorable conditions for finishing spring work as 
then. The present season is the worst in thirty-six 
years. Except for tile drainage the seas ot mud 
would be seas of water. Winter wheat condition is 
the most critical in the history ofthe crop. Kust is 
likely to follow with warm weather. Spring wheat 
soil favorable. but plants only two to four inches 
high and nights cold and almostfreezing. North 
Dakota about 60 per cent seeded. Corn acreage not 
over 65 per cent seeded and much seed rotting. 
Oat acreage decreased and crop backward; situation 
such that predictions are impossible. 


We have now arrived atthe season of the year 
when it would be idle to deny that the agricultural 
situation has become exceedingly critical, and that 
the prospects for the coming season are exceedingly 
gloomy, says the 11 Times of the 20th ult. — 
middie of May finds us in the midst of a long-con- 

t. in consequence of which the bright 
sunshine and higher temperature are unable to force 
on vegetation, even where they are not positively 
injurious. The result is that the reports from nearly 
every county are ofa very discouraging nature. The 


dry season has enabled farm work to be well caught 
up, and this is now in a very forward state, but all 
crops are backward, and pastures are very bare. 


Beerbohm said May 23: The weather has been 
fine during the greater part of the week. Rain has 
however, fallen in most parts of the country, an 
has had a very beneficial effect upon vegetation gen- 
erally, which is exceedjmgly backward, of which 
fact a visit to part of the country furnishes ail 
evidence. In France farmers complain rather 
seriously of the drought in the northwest, east and 


southwest, in which latter district it 
is very prejudicial to the wheat plant, 
it being just at the **earing’’ stage. 


In Germany rain is also wanted, but the crops gener- 
ony are described to be ina satisfactory state. From 

yand Spain the reports are somewhat contra- 
dictory, but less favorable on the whole owing to the 
excessive rainfall. The Roumanian, Bulgarian and 
Servian reports have all improved considerably, but 
from the mass of conflicting reports from Russia it is 
difficult to arrive at any satisfactory result concern- 
ing the real condition: itis, however, certain that 
the recent heavy raintall has done an immense 
amount of good to the spring crops.

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Although the late Grand-jury did not feel 
warranted in bringing indictments in the 
many cases of rascality which its investi- 
gations brought to light in the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice in this city, its 
labors were productiye of important re- 
sults the value of which is to be de- 
termined by the people of St. Louis. These 
results represent a longer term of hard

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RISING ‘AGAIN. 


The Mississippi teak on Another of Its | 1 
Disastrous Booms. 


Going Up at the Rate of a Foot in 
Twenty-four Hours. 


THE THIRTY-SIX-FOOT MARK WILL 
PROBABLY BE REACHED TO-MORROW. 


The Signal Service Predicts That if There 
Are No More Rains the Water Will 
Soon Begin to Fall—Many Old River 
Men, However, Believe That the His- 
toric Rise of 1844 Is Destined to Be 
Eclipsed—Houses Along the Levee 
Again Suffering From the Rise—Dona- 
tions tothe Flood Fund—The Water at 


Other Points. 


The river is rising at the rate ofa foot 
every twenty-four hours, {From 6 o’clock 
last night to 6 oc’lock this morning it 
ascended the gauge five-tenths of a foot, and 
at 100’clock this forenoon the gauge regis- 
tered 34.1 feet, and the water still climbing 
upina determined way that makes river- 
men sick. Everything seems to con- 
frm the opinion expressed in yester- 
day’s Posr-Dreraron that a rise to 36 feet is 
extremely likely beforethe crest is reached, 
and at the present rate that limit will be 
reached by Sunday night. Whether the river 
will stop at36 feet or will go even beyond 
that limit isa matter of conjecture. The 
present rise isso unexpected that river men 
are prepared for any stage, but the dest 
judges do not think that 386 feet will 
be muchif atall exceeded. Everything de- 
pends onthe rainfallinthe upper country. 
It there is no precipitation within the next 
tweive hours, the worst of the present rise 
may be expected by Sunday night or Monday 
morning; but should brisk rains prevail over 
a considerable area, it will be necessary to 
lengthen the gauge at the footof Market 
street, which stops at 86. 

Quincy reports a rise of 1 foot in twenty- 
four hours, the guage reaching 17.8. 1 At Lou- 
slana there is 1½ foot rise in twenty-four 
hours, the gauge reporting 16.5. At Alton 
there was a.7 rise,with the gauge at 27.9. 

On the Missouri there is a 1.8 rise in twenty- 
four hours; and at Hermann .8 rise on 
the same, 

ALONG THE RIVER FRONT. 

The river front repeats the interesting 
features of the rise ten days ora fortnight 
ago. From the bridge to Olive street most of 
the stores are closed up; about the foot of 
Olive street the dives are doing business in 
two or three feet of water, and trade is trans- 
acted on planks skidded up beyond the 
deluge. South of Olive street the water be- 
gins lapping the thresholds, but as a rule it 
is dry inside. All along the levee the cellars 
are brimful. The confined water begins to 
emit a very robust odor. 

It would be incorrect to say that business is 
suspended, but little comparatively is being 
done. There is far less business life on the 
levee than can be seen on any Sunday in 
ordinary times. 

NOT DANGEROUS. 

The following report was posted on the 
Merchants’ Exchange to-day:

Views of Old River Men. 

The unprecedented manner in which the 
Mississippi is rising. the high water that is 
coming down the Upper Mississippi, the flood 
of water that is hurrying out.of the Missouri, 
and the June rise of the latter that has started 


in South Dakota has caused some of the old- 
est river men to ponder over the probable re- 
sult. Will the June rise come in on top of the 
present flood? Or willthe high water recede 
before the June rise makesits appearance at 
this point is the problem old river men are 
trying to solve. 

Col. Hunter Ben Jenkins, agent for the 
Cherokee & Missouri River Packet Co., hasa 
record of the river for nearly a century past. 
When asked this morning by a Post-DiIsPpaTcu 
reporter how he viewed the situation and 
what would be the possible outcome, he said: 
„M hile I have the recora of the June rises for 
nearly 100 years back, it is always a difficult 
problem to solve as to just when the next 
rise may be expected. As the weather 
has not been very warm this season, the 
June rise from the Missouri is late, but she ts 
on her way down and will reach St. Louls in- 
side of twelve days. 

WILL SURPASS ALL PREVIOUS FLOODS, 

In my opinion the June rise will reach this 
city when the present water is at its bighest 
stage, and the flood of 1844 will no longer 
be known as the greatest overflow that 
was ever witnessed in the city of St. 
Louis. The record of 1844 will be broken 
by the flood of 1892, that is, provided the high 
water from the Missouri ver reaches tuts 
point in ten or twelve days, and in the mean-

FOREMAN WOODWARD ABD SECRETARY 


Legal Technidalities Tied the Hands of 
the Jury—Impossible to Prove a Crime, 
Even When a Guilty Man Confessed— 
Further Investigation Blocked—The 
Push Jubilant. 


The members of the Grand-jury feel disap- 
pointed. Finding it impossible to indict the 
corrupt city officials whose methods of rob- 
ding the treasury they exposed they sug- 
gested as a last resort that the Comptroller 
appointan auditing committee of integrity 
to inspect the books of Mayor Noonan’s 
office, City Marshal Emil Thomas and the 
police courts and report upon their 
irregularities. Comptroller Stevenson, 
before the report was made gave 
members of the Grand-jury to 
understand that he would do this if they 
would suggest it. After the report he 
changed his mind. What would be the 
user“ he saidto a Post-DISPATCH reporter. 
What would such an examination amount 
to? By the time the committee got around to 
the books they would beall right, probably, 
and there would be nothing gained. I am 
not unwilling to have this done, but I don’t 
see what would be gained by it. To carry 
out the idea ofthe Grand-jury would be to 
introduce a system of espionage in 
those offices over their accounts that 
would be utterly impracticable, iam really 
not so much concerned about this matter of 
finesaslam about the failure of court om - 
cials to collect forfeited bonds. I was aston- 
ished when I saw how many of these bonds 
there were that had not been collected.“ 

DELEGATES PREVENT AN INVESTIGATION. 

Seeing the stand Comptroller stevenson 
was taking on the matter, some of the mem- 
bers of the Assembly tried to follow 
up the work of the Grand- 
jury, and last night Councliman 
Chas. E. Wehner offered a concurrent reso- 
lution directing the annual Auditing Oom- 
mittee, now at work, to include in its exam- 
ination the books of the Mayor, the Oity Mar - 
shaland the Police Courts. The resolution 
was adopted by the Council, but the friends 
of Mayor Noonan in the Honse of Delegates 
put a quletus on the movement, 

Four of the Delegates were absent—Alt, 
Siegmund, Courtney and Cossman. Fourteen 
of the members voted for the resolution—Bo- 
gard, Bradshaw, Clark, Cosgrove, Cronin, 
Dieckman, Kaye, Keyes, McGroarty, Mul- 
larkey, Schoenbeck, Spellbrink, Utthof 
and Speaker Ward. Ten voted against it, 
Dacey, Grimley, Haggerty, Huber, Kinneavy, 
Lehman, the two O’Briens and Townsend, 
It requires a majority of all the members- 
elect toadopt a concurrent resolution, and 
this vote defeated it, therefore. 

A TALK WITH FOREMAN WOODWARD. 

Foreman W. H. Woodward, who presented 
the report of the Grand-jury, was much 
chagrined when he heard what the 
House had done with the resolution. 
He said to-day: Relief to the people 
from the abuses of power that we have 
shown in our report must come from either 
the Assembly, through an official investiga- 
tion, the city officers themselves or the next 
Granda-jury. I understand that we are being 
criticised for not indicting the men who were 
guilty of the practices we exposed. We 
couldn’t indict them. We went over that 
subject carefully. We couldn’t indict the 
men whom we had as witnesses in 
our cases, and we got all our 
testimony from the very men who 
should have been indicted. We would have 
indicted some of them if we had known at 
the beginning what we afterwards discov- 
ered and had not called certain ones before 
us, but all this information we presented in 
our report came out gradually, and we didn’t 
know what was coming till we had it. The 
next Grand-jury has all our work to go on. 
It can tell from our report what officers and 
officials should be the objective points for an 
investigation and can get its witnesses, care- 
fully steering around the men it thinks should 
be indicted. We hope this will be one of the 
results of the report.’’ 

What will be other that you expect?“ 

„„We expect,“ said Foreman Woodward, 
that the report will bring about legislation 
as to the courts, particularly Judge Cial- 
borne’s court. His powers should be consid- 
erably modified, He claims that his court Is 
in session all the time, and that he can there- 
fore pardonall the time. The Legisiature 
should definé the terms of the court and its 
pardoning power so that the Gov- 
ernor’s prerogatives will not be 
completely taken away from him. 
Judge Claiborne told us that he 
coulan’t resistthe entreaties of our 1 0 
who wanted relatives pardoned; he was 
soft-hearted. That's all 8 woll, but he 
—— to bear his duty in mind also. The 

gestion that the Circuit Court should be 
enlere ed and take chargeof the criminal 
— is one that deserves careful consid- 
eration. lam a business man, not a lawyer, 
and don’t understand this as well as lawyers 
do, good thing.

awyers who = ll practice before the crim- 


inal courts, and drive ali the disreputable ones 
out of the business. As it is now there are 
only a few reputable lawyers practicing be- 
fore the lower criminal courts. 

It seems to me, too, continued Foreman 
Woodward, ‘‘that the discoveries of the 
Grand- jury as to the conduct of court officials 
will make one judge, at least, watch bis 
court employes more carefully. Judge Nor- 
mile himselx, I do not doubt, isa perfectly 
pure man.

DISGRACEFUL COURT SCENES, 


PANDEMONIUM REIGNS AT A MURDERER'S 
TRIAL. 

Aix, June 4.—A trial which was replete 
with sensational features has been concluded 
here, when a man named Cauvin, who was 
carged with the inhuman murder of his aged 
benefactress, Mme. Moutell, was convicted 
of the heinous crime and was sentenced to 
penal servitude forlife. A girl accomplice, 
_ who was also on trial, was acquitted. 

The ings ended late at night, but 
the case was of such interest that the large 
crowd which had thronged the court-room 
remained tothe close. The spectators were 
very unruly and the trial throughout was 
marked by the most riotous and scandalous 


conduct. 
To such a pitch did the disorder arise that 
proceedings were entirely interrupted 
and the judge had to appeal to the military 
to gerve order, The soldiers responded, 
were unable to quell the disturbance in 
degree until they twice cleared the room 
of every one but those taking part in the 
trial. The jury were also a source of annoy- 
ance to the court officials. They threatened 
to leave the place unless their wives were ad- 
mitted. 80 persistent were they in their de- 
mands that the judge was finally, out of 
desperation, compelled to yield to 
andthe women walked triumphantly 
to the court-room. Some law students, 
who had been called as witnesses, behaved 
in a very tndecorous and disorderly manner.
